GERMANS ARE ENTRENCHING AND 
GAIL THEMSELVES THE "KOtCHAKIS" 


Have 40,000 Men, 380 Airplanes, Autos and Armored 


Train—Say Object Is To Reach Admiral Kolchak and 
Furnish Him Relief. 


Farls,9Thursday, Aug. 8.—A modern- 


ly equipped army of 40,000 men has as- 
sembled in Lithuania and is preparing 
to march into Russia under the pro- 
tense of endeavoring to reach and help 
Admiral Kolchak, according to Lithu- 
anian sources here. 


Word to tins effect was brought to 
Paris by Chief Engineer Steibiko of the 
Lithuanian'railway 
system, 
who de- 


clared the Gernnns talked freely of a 
coming 
understanding 
between 
Ger- 


many, Itussia and Japan. 


In describing the situation to the cor- 


respondent, M. Steibiko said that the 
large German forces which had reoccu- 
pied Lithuanian territory from which 
they h:ive been several times ordered 
away by both the Luthanian govern- 
ment and Marshal Foch, were entrench- 
ing themsehes and 
preparing lor a 


march 
through 
Russia. 
They 
call 


themselves "Kolchakis" and pretend 
that their immediate object is to reach 
and 
co-operate with 
the 
admiral's 


forces. 


The Germans have partly evacuated 


the region, but since August 1, accord- 
ing to M. Stoikiko they have been con- 


centrating, troops 
anew 
in 
western 


Lithania with their base 
at 
Shavli, 


where they also have established a gen- 
eral staff. 
They are under the osten- 


sible leadership of the Russian General 
Bersmann, but their real commander, 
M. Steibiko declares the German com- 
mander General von Der Goltz. 


They controol the railway lines in all 


the occupied territory. 
They number 


37,000 Germans and 3,000 Russians, all 
wearing German uniforms, the 
Ger- 


mans serving in this army call them- 
selves volunteers, according to the en- 
gineer and claim allegiance to the All- 
Russian, thus pretending to be exempt 
from orders issued by Marshal Foch or 
the Intcr-a'Hccl council. 


Numerous Ku&sian prisoners, he de- 


clared, were being sent from Germany 
to join the army at Shavli, while in the 
way oi' equipment of the army the Ger- 
mans had brought 3So airplanes, 100 
automobiles and one armored train into 
the territory. Although the Lithuanian 
government at Kovno had sent many 
notes to the Germans demanding their 
withdrawal and the allied officials had 
ordered them out, they had paid no at- 
tention to the demand, M. Stibiko added. 


Homeward Journey of Rumanians Without Wealth. 


Alliance, O., Aug. 30—Flourishing pistols and firing shots, four masked 


men early 'today roblml eight Rumanians of $3,000 and made their escape. 
The holdup occurred at the Pennsylvania railroad camp two miles east of the 
city. The Rumanians were preparing to return tonight to Rumania and had 
all their money from the locU banks and postal bank.

CABLE OPERATORS OUT 


ON WEEK END STRIKE 


New York, Aug. 30.—Cable messages 


between the United States and Europe 
of the commercial cable companies are 
being slightly delayed as the result of 
the week-end strike of operators in the 
western terminals, it is announced at 
the company's offices. 
Five hundred operators are employed 


in the Atlantic coast stations of the 
company a.t Canso, N. S., St. Johns, N. 
F.. Rockport. Mass., and New York. 
The operators who now are receiving 
a 30 percent wage bonus, demand that 
it be included to 60 percent and that 
tlicv be paid an 
allowance of $25 a 


month for subsistence, which they claim 
is received by the European operators 
of the company. The company an- 
nounced that it had offered to increase 
the bonus to 40 per cent pending the 
return from Europe of General Man- 
ager Ward but the

MAY BE SEIZED 


Owners Divided Sympathies 


During War and People 
Want State To'Take It 
Over. 


Blois, France, Aug. 30.—(By Mail.)— 


The domaine of Chambord, one of the 
richest and most interesting of the 
chateau districts of Touraine, and which 
is included in the sequestered enemy 
property in France, will become the 
property of the state if a petition signed 
by practically the entire adult popula- 
:ion 
of the department of the Loir-et- 


Cher is granted. 


Chambord, which for years has been 
visited annually by thousands of tour- 
ists, was a hunting preserve in 1519 
when Francois I began to transform it 
nto a royal country seat. Since then 
t Jias served as residence for Henry 
II, Charles IX, Louis XIII, Louis XV, 
Stanislas and the last Count of Cham- 
Xird, pretender to the throne of France 
under the title of Henry V. 


On the death of Henry V, the elder 


branch of the Bourbon family became 
extinct and the domaine of Chambord, 
with 
its magnificent 
Hennaissance 
chateau, passed into the hands of the 
Spanish Bourbons. 


The dozen or more princes who had 


an interest in the property at the out- 
break of the war were divided in their 
sympathies. Two of the princes of Bour- 
bon Parma, Sixte and Xavier, fought 
with the allies in the Belgian army, 
others fought against them with the 
Austrians. 
One of the princesses of 
the family, who became Empress of 
Austria, was suspected in the Central 
Empires of lukewarmness toward their 
cause. . The question now has arisen 
low to distinguish between friend and 
foe in such cases. On one point the 
people of Touraine are agreed and that 
is that the occasion for the state to take 
possession of the property should not 
>e missed.

they withdrew from that organization 
and joined the International Associa- 
tion of Knginemen. The company had 
given them a three |«cr cent an hour 
Increase when the strike was declared

Washington, Aug. 29. (By Mail).— 


Plans to more than double the number 
of discharged soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines receiving^ rehabilitation training 
were announc^k^oURy "by tfie" Federal 
Board of vocational education. The in- 
rease will be made at the fall opening 
of schools and colleges. 
More than 


seven thousand men now are receiving 
training. 


"There have been delays in carrying 


out the work of vocational rehabilita- 
tion" said the board's statement "but 
most' of them have been due to causes 
which were beyond the control of the 
joard and which it has made unceas- 
ng effort to remove. 


"Nearly six months elapsed after the 
pjassage of the rehabilitation act be- 
:ore the agents of the Federal Board 
were admitted to the military and naval 
hospitals. This exclusion was a neces- 
sary war measure; but during this per- 
od, as well as during the fourteen 
nonths which elapsed between our en- 
.ering the war and June 27, 1918, when 
:he Act became law, thousands of dis- 
abled men were discharged and were 
scattered all over the United States 
without any knowledge of their rights 
under the law. Altogether, more than 
a year and a half of precious time was 
lost. 
"Under the terms of the Rehabilita- 
tion Act the Federal Board could put 
no disabled man in training after he 
was declared compensable by the War 
Risk Insurance Bureau. 
The amend- 
ment during this difficulty and allow- 
ing prompt action by the Federal Board 
did not become law until July 11, 1*19. 
"The Board has made excellent pro- 
gress. for on August 1. it had estab- 
lished contact with 130.000 of the 160,- 
*00 men registered, had surveyed near- 
ly 108,000 and had approved over 12,000 
cases for training and had put 7,192 
men in training. 
"Those men, as of July 2«. were in 


449 public and private secondary schools 
In 159 institutions of college grade and 
In 363 industrial and other plants. They 
are being trained for 1.363 different 
lines of activity und. by utilizing exist- 
ing means of t mining rather than cre- 
ating new sclvxils for rehabilitation. 
the men are t«-mg better trained and 
millions of doll.-irs have been reived to 
the United St.-'cs. 
Since legislation 


Riving the lw>.T-i a free hand did not 
pass until July, when most schools and 
college* are clo-sed, the full measure 
of training a<tivity cannot be reached 
until the latter j-art of September. At 
the time the i>r<'«ent number in train 
ing will be mu«-!i more than doubled."

New York. Aug. 30.—Nearly 1800 of- 


ficers and men of the First division, 
the first members of that outfit to re- 
turn home after more than two years 
service overseas, arrived today from 
France. 
Major Edward F. McGlachin 
Jr., commander of the division,

staff, and detachments of the 28th in- 
fantry and First engineers were on the 
transport Orizaba while 19 officers and 
30 enlisted men, comprising the advance 
section which is to make arrangements 
for the division's reception, returned on 
the transport Patrores.

complete, a totil of 40 officers and 1292 
nien. The engineering units were the 
first battalion headquarters, medical, 
veterinary and ordnance detachments 
and companies B and C, a' total of 13- 
officers and 380 men.

metal plates. 
It happens many times 


that a set of lasts can be us-eil only for 


single season. Then they are 
set 


aside as back numbers, 
in 
favor of 


some new fad of fashion. The charge 
for lasts needlessly thrown away is said 
to be $10.000 to $100.000 in many fac- 
tories. 
Manufacturers and 
jobbers 


should unite to end this silly expense. 


Another practice that makes leather 


scarce is the prevalence of very high 
topped 
shoes 
for 
women. 
Leather 


disappears rapidly when cut up into 
these big pieces. 
If women wish 
to 


return to old fashioned ideas of modesty 
let them lengthen their skirts and stop 
upsetting the leather 
market 
by ab 


surdly high shoes. 


The principal cause of the

prices is no doubt the scarcity of hides. 
due laigely to the heavy demands of

Our Boys and Girls 


It seems to me that every child, at 
the age of 7 or 8, and 'possibly young- 
er, should be given an allowance all 
of his own. This establishes a. sense 
of ownership, something that is his by 
right. It is not enough, however, that 
the child should merely understand 
ownership. He must understand that 
increase of property comes from the 
denial of the right to spend. 


So, when a mother gives her child 


an allowance and tells the child that 
for each cent saved he should have an- 
other cent, it teaches him thrift. There 
is still another thing a child must learn 
and that is the value of money. The 
boy must learn what the purchasing 
power of 5 cents is and that it can only 
be spent once. 


Do not give the child an allowance 
and then, if he wants something spe- 
cial, buy it for him. Por if the boy 
could call on his father or mother after 
his money had been spent, how could 
he learn to be economical? Por thrift 
and economy are different virtues. It 
does not take a child long when told 
in the right way, that a little out of his 
allowance to be saved each week, to dis- 
cover soon that a dollar has been saved, 
and' that it is his very own.

Milady's Boudoir 


The Making of Beauty Creams. 
Fat of some kind is the basis of all 
beauty creams, a* it is needed to feed 
the pores. Creams are troublesome to 
make because they require careful mix- 
ing and constant heating. In making all 
creams and emulsions the manner of 
manipulation is about the same. 
Here is a face cream that I can rec- 


ommend because it contains no animal 
fat to induce a growth of hair on the 
face: Rosewater, 4 ounces: almond oil, 
4 ounces; white wax, 1 ounce; tincture 
of bezine, 1 dmch. 
Put the almond «il into a double boiler 
and add to it the' white wax and one 
ounce of spermaceti that has been chop- 
ped fine. Let these melt, but not boil. 
The water in the lower vessel must Just 
simmer, -never boil. Turn them out into 
a bowl and beat briskly with an egg- 
beater, scraping down the sides and 
keeping on beating until it is all 
smooth and creamy. 


When the mixture has cooled, add the 
rosewater and the benzoin, drop by 
drop, beating without* stopping until the 
cream is quite cojd. 
If the odor of 
rosewater is not liked you can substi- 
tute any other water you wish. All 
creams and pomades should .be put up 
in small porcelain or glass jars, which 
can be closed to exclude the air, else 
they will become rencld and unfit to use. 
Cucumber juice is one of the west 
whiteners for the complexion. 
There 
are ttwo ways to extract the juice of 
this vegetable. One to to select the cu- 
cumbers ripe enough for table use. Cut 
them very fine and finally pound them 
to a paste. 
Fill a cheesecloth jelly 
bag with this pulp and squeeze out all 
the juice. The second way is to slice 
them very thin, skin and all, and put 
them in a porcelain stewpan. Add 
just enough water to keep them from 
burning, and simmer until soft and 
mushy. 
Strain first through a sieve 
and then through a jelly bag.

IRISH REPRESENTATIVES 
ASK TO REJECT TREATY 


Washington, Aug. 30.—Asking for re- 


jection of the peace treaty, American 
representatives of tho cause of 
Irish 


freedom told the foreign relations com- 
mittee today that the treaty would cre- 
ate a super-government against Ire- 
land's interest and would establish Brit- 
ish naval supremacy so firmly as to 
menace th'e United States. 


Daniel F. Cohalan, a justice of the 


supreme court of Xew York, Edward F. 
Dunne, former governor of 
Illinois, 
Frank P. Walsh and others representing 
other Irish associations appeared. They 
said they voiced the sentiments of 
than 20,000,000 American citizens of 
Irish blood. 


"We citizens of the United-Stales of 
Irish blood," said a memorial read to 
the committee, "but attached above all 
things to this republic and its constitu- 
tion, respectfully pray that the pro- 
posed treaty 
now before you be re- 


jected as a direct violation of the prin- 
ciples on which this war was fought, 
as they were defined by President Wil- 
son. 


"Ireland has been asserting contin- 


uously her claim to independence for 
eignt centuries. One fifth of the entire 
population of the United States is of 
Irish tradition. 
We ask that Ireland 


be not the only nation excluded from 
the benefit of the glorious principles as 
set forth by Mr. Wilson as those which 
the great war was fought to establish. 


"We fully announce Article X of thf 
proposed League of Nations as a de- 
vice to stitle the conscience of civiliza- 
tion and render it impotent to condemn 
and by condemning to end the oppres- 
sion of weak nations enslaved by pow 
erful neighbors. It impeaches the mosi 
creditable page in our history and dis- 
credits the circumstances and conditions 
in which our republic was born and our 
liberty achieved."
